Claim Objections 
Claims 1-13 are objected to because of the following infomnalities: 
In claim 1, line 15, and claim 10, line 2, "among" should be changed to - 
between-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, line 2, "Zme" and "Zmo" have not been clearly defined (are they refer to 
the impedance characteristic of the main transmission line?) and line 3, "the electrical 
length 9c" lacks antecedent basis. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described In a printed 
publication In this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Eom et 
al. ("Broadband 180° Bit Phase Shifter Using a New Switched network"). 

Eom et al. (fig. 1 and equations (6)-(8)) discloses the identical phase shifter as 
the applicant's claimed invention. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP§ 201.15. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sharma and Schiek et al. disclose a phase shifter suing coupled lines.
